Public Meeting at Chapel Hin. 


In the Supreme Court Friday at 12 
o'clock, Attorney, General Hargroye 
arose and said: 


May it please your Honors: The 
death of William Alexander Gra- 
ham, one of North Carolina’s most 
honorable, practicalS avd + distin- 
guished sons, was the occasion of a 
meeting of members of the Bar of 
the State on yesterday. That meet- 
ing unanimously adopted these Re- 
solves, (Resolutions published in the 
DAILY NEWS yesterday,) aud re- 
quested that I should on to-day, pre- 
sent them to this Court and move 
thattyour Honors orderthem to be 
entered upon your records. I now 
make that motion, 

And in performing this solemn 
duty, I will say, that I have for a 
long time been acquainted with the 
lamented dead, he having practiced 
in my native county, since my ear- 
liest recollection, | have been associ- 
ated with himinthe trial of cases 
and have appeared on opposite sides 
tohim. He was universally respect- 
ed as a faithful counsellor to his celi- 
ents, an honoravle and high-toned 
gentleman, en able, learned and sue- 
cessful Lawyer. But his great and 
good example, as a man, a Lawyer, 
aud a Statesman, is too well known, 
to all North Carolina and to the Na- 
tion, to need, that I should declare 
his excellencies. 

IT sincerely coneur in the senti- 
ments of these resolutions and join 
zu the general sorrow at his loss.

Opinion of the Supreme Court in the 


Building and Loan Association 

Cases. i 

Chief Justice Pearson has rendered 
the following opinion in the case of 
Peter H. Smith and wife vs. Me- 
chanic’s Building aud Loan Associa- 
tion, from Wilmington : 


The complaint alleges, among other 
things, that the mortgage deed se- 
cures the repayment of $1,396, the 


rum advanced to plaintiff ſor the re- 


dempt ion of his stock. The answer 
admits this fact and admits further 
that it w. u violation of the Charter 
aud By-Laws of the Association to 
include this sum in the mortgage. 
It then alleges that the mortgage w 
so drawn by the mistake of the dra 
man, and prays to have the deed re- 
formed by making it conform to the 
Constitution and By-Laws.

Junction. In other words, he vacates 
the restraining order and permits 
the defendant to sell under a deed 
which, by the admission of the de- 
fendant, covers too much and is in 
violation of the Charter and By-Laws 
of the Association ! 

There is error. Order reversed 
aud cause remanded, to the end that 
un injunction Issue, as prayed for in 
theeomplaint, and continued until 
further order, and to the end that the 
pleadings may 9 4 — amended as to 
present an issue of fact to be tried by 
u jury, under instructions by the 
Court, to the effect following: 

Was the mortgage deed mention- 
ed in the pleadings drafted so as to 
include the sum paid to the plaintiff 
by the defendant, as the price of 
the redemption of his stock, by ac- 
cident, mistake or by the ignorance 
of the draftsman? Or, was the mort- 
gage deed, mentioned in the plead- 
ings, drafted so asto include the 
sum paidby the plaintiff tothe de- 
fendantas the price of the redemp- 
tion of his stock, by design and on 

yurpose and with the privity and 

nowledge of the defendant, and 
with a view to oppression aud 
wrongful exaction ?” 

A verdict upon this issue will en- 
able the Court to see whether ‘the 
mortgage deed” comes under the 
rules in regard to the correction and 
reforming of deeds, or under the rules 
in regard to declaring deeds void for 
fraud and circumvention. 

The cese may thus be disposed of 
upon the matter of the mortgage 
deed; but should the verdict be that 
the deed was made to include too 
much, by accident, mistake or the 
iguorance of the draftsman, and the 
deed be reformed, so as to conform to 
the Charter and By-Laws, then the 
general question, which was, ar- 
zued with much earnestness: 
Are these associations a swindle and 
a means of deluding and cheating ig- 
norant mechanics which the courts 
have power to suppress, as contended 
for by platotiff’s counsel, or are these 
Associations hond fide, and a means 
of evabling poor mechanics to bor- 
row money and pay it back by small 
monthly inetalments, so as to ease 
and favor him, by fitting the pay- 
ment of interest and dues to What 
may suit his convenience? And, in 
the second place, suppose the mech- 
ane comes in, according to the Char- 
ter and By-laws, and indirectly bor- 
rows money from the Association at 
the rate of 25 per ce:.tum, must he 
abide the consequences, or, in the 
face of the statute, and the Charter of 
the Association, have the courts pow- 
er to interfere? 

U pon this general questin we are 
not now at liberty to express an opin- 
ion. Error. Let this opinion be 
certified. Remauded.
